DATES FOR CONVENTIONS AGREED UPON.

Hopss of Harmony Metween The OId ana
New  Cliys Commitioes—~Candidates
Fresent In Large Nombers—Mis-
guldad Trio Sat Upon,

The repubilean county central committes
met 4t 3 o'clock yesterdsy afternoon in the
basemept of the Life buliding, to fix the
time for holiting the two county conventions,
ono to uominate the county ticket and the
other to soleot deiegates to the state con-
vention and also to designate tho time of
holding the primarios iu the various wards
and country precincts,

There was o falrly good attendance and
the activity of some of the members, and
others who are not members, during the
hour vefore the mecting wus called to order
by Chairman Churchill, gave the gathoring
the appesrance of a larger body than was
actuntly there,

No sooner had the meeting beon called to
order than T, K. Sudporough moved that all
whio were not members of the committee bo
excluded from the room. It earried, and the
score or more of wheel horses, including a
number of the members of the city central
committee, shouldered thelr baggage and
slid put ns gracefully as possible.

An abundance of curiosity was manifosted
out in the corridors as to whit scheme was

being incubated on the other sideofl the
heavy door, [t wasn't long until that curi-
onity wns  satisfled, for the railroad
contingent promptly unmasiked its
batteries by moving that the

central committen name the delegntes to the
stite convention, in order to avoid the noces-
sity of holding two county conventions this
fall. The word was pnssed around that it
would hardly do to allow & few shrewd cor.
poration manipulutors to name the biggest
delegation to a state convention that is to
nominnte a judge of the supreme court, and
the committes as a whole sut down on
Messres, Unity, Leavitt and Sudborough with
n suddenness and  vehemenee Lthat wis not
at nll plensing to that enterprising but mds-
guided trio.

Date of State Convention,

The time for holding the convention to
nime the county tickovwas fixed for Octoboer
4 at2o'clock p. m.. ut & place to be Iator
solocted by the committes, and 1t was de-
cided to hold the convention to elect dele-
gotes to the state convention Soptember 0
at 2 p.om

Undaunted by their previous defeat. the
trivmvirate then sprung another pet notion
of thelr own, which was that the primarics
to select the delegntes to the two county
conventions should be held at one and the
same time. They contended strongly for it.
but once more the majority refused to be led
Into u trap, which had for its object tho com-
bination of two sets of candidates to enpture
the primiaries, and the trinngular contingent
wits again knocked out fair and square, the
time for holding 4¢he primaries belng set for
the afternoons before the days on which the
respoctive conventions will be held.

Still #ho three-cornered delogatioo refused
to die, and immedintely began operations to
secure n smialler representation from the
countey precinets than has of late been ac-
corded them. They tited to have each
country delegation cut from Hve to two, but
for the vhird and Inst time it was demon-
strated thatit wasn't their day. The rep-
resentation in each convention will be the
snme 1s herstofore—nine from each ward in
tho 2ity, fourteen from South Omaha, and
tl‘l';;; frem ench country precinet, n total of

As soon a8 the meeting adjourned, the
members wore besieged by a score of anxious
onndidntes, among whom wora Dr. Mercer,
Sherif  Bennett, Andy Wiggins, Henry
Knodell, I. M. McLeod, C. O Stanloy,
Beecher Higby, & W. Gibson, W. H. Ste-
phens, T\ J, Lund and H. B, Irey.

City Central Committee,

The new republican city central commit-
tee grasped time by the frizzes yesterday
afterncon and fixed thie any for hn{ding the
republican ecity convention for Saturday, Oc-
tober 7, at 2 p. m. The row between the old
and new committecs Is ns yet unsettled,
neither having roceded a point from the
positions previously taken. Chairman G. 5.
Smith of the new committes yesterday
walted upon Chairman Richard Smith of
the old committes, and, in accordance
with the Instructions lssued by the
new committee at its lust meating, made a
formal dempnd  for the books, pupors and
rocords in the hands of the old committee.
The demund was refused,. but it was stated
that o meeting of the old committes would
probably be held about the middle of the
coming week, wien it would be decided
what action would be tuken. Some of the
members of the new committee were a little
foarful that the old committee might on the
next oceasion be more successful in gotting
& quorum than it has been for many months
pust, and concluded that it would be as
wall to get flrst action in the matter
of fixing u date for the con-
vention, It was  for the Wrpose
of preventing unplonsant wuullln'ntimm
that the time was fixed for October 7, and
Lthe preceding afternoon was deslgnated ns
the hime for holding the primsries, Fach
ward will be entitled to pine delegates in
the convention, making tho total representn-
tion elghuy-one. Each candidate whose
name goes on the primary ticket will be
ussessed § us heretofore, to defray the ex-
pense of getting out  the Lickets, The
primaries will be conducted In accordance
with the Australinn system. The conven-
tion will nominate n candidate for every
cdty office that is to be filled, nine council-
moen-at-lorge and five memvers of the school
board, The call will expressly pro-
vide for the seclection of a ity
eentral committes, to avoid furthor un-
pleasant complications on that point, The
various ward committees will select the
judges and clerks of primasmes for their re-
speotive sections and report the same to the
central committeo, The ward committee
will also designate a time and provide pluves
for the holding of the ward caucuses, The
members present at the meoting were: First
ward-—No representation.

Nopwithstandiug the heavy fall of rain,
the members of the Sixth Ward Republican
club congroguted w their rooms at Twenty-
sixth ang Lake strecls last night, where
they held a rousiong mseting, which in the
end resulted i0 James H. Kynoer of the Fifth
ward, o mau who lust winter, while & mem-
ber of the lower bouse of the legislature, in-
sulted s youny lady employe of the body so
grosaly that resclutions of cemsure were

tntroduced and unanimouosly adopted,
throwing himeolf in the breach and
emphatically declaring that ha would stana
as A candidates for the office of mayor at the
coming slection,

Last night Kyner's declaration came about
In thas way. and aftar the routine business
had bean disposed of by the mesting:

Pat 0. Hawes was called upon to sddross
the meeting and in the courses of his remarks
he said that he was not th a talkative mood,
though hespoke at some length reviewing the
history of the Sixth Ward elub, and tickling
the members of the club by telling them that
owing to {ts strongth it was the keystone of
the republican party in the eity of Omaha,

Gottihg down to & mors recent date, he
declared that na a republican he would
stand by the principies of that party.
Handling the democrats without gloves, he
Atiatod that prlor to the time when Grover
l‘i‘.t veland took up the reins of government
the

country was in A most prosperous
condition, but ns soon As his party
woent  into power the stringency in

the money market commenced and had
dally boon growing worse, simply bocnuse
the democratio party had plodged itself to
Approximate free trade and reduce the
tariff. That, he sald, was the cause of the
difieulty. The reduction of the pensions
puid to the old soldiers was touched upon,
the speaker saying that there was no coun-
try on the face of the earth thatdid not
take care of and provide for its erippled
hepoes.

A. D. Pratt reaponded to a eall, saying
that ho was a candidinte for county commis-
sloner and thut he had reached the period in
his lifo where an election to the office
would be most respectable.

Wilcox reviewed the
situstion and advised the nomination of the
best men, after which ot some length he
discussed the merits of the republican and
democrntic parties, adhering to the theory
that the democeatic party was and always
had been a party of obstraction,

First Gun of the Ommpaign Fired Amid
Enthusiasm,

FRED J. SACKETT'S STIRRING SPEECH

Prodoces Figures of Proverbial Verselty
that Pleture Demooratio Extearagance
~Uomparison to Hepablican Ad-
ministration -Other Speaeches.

There was a grand rally of republicans at
Florence last night. It was the first demon-
stration of this campaign made by the party
in this county and was attended by fepub-
lteans from all over the county. The town
hall was crowded, many being obliged to
atand up.

Atnon the candidates present were
George Hennett and . W, Gibson. A whole
rift of men are looking for Van Camp's shoes
in the county commissioner's office, Among
these vwho showed themsalves last night
were Jake Counsman, John Jenking, Council
man MeLearie and Charles Gllmoro.

John M. Westoury and Prof. Rathburn
announced themselves as candidates for the
office of recorder of deeds,

George Joffries came in from the West
Omuha precinet and said that he would like
toawear the cloak of the county judge, Of
courso Coroner Mike Maul was there and
“gave it out cold” that he would like to
sérve the county a socond term. The cor-
oner had o host of friends in the crowid who
from the manner lo which they cheered him
evidently indorsed his official actions since
he has becn In ofMce,

Major J. S. Miiler ia casting longing eyes
atnseat on the district court bench, and
don't care who knows it.

The meeting was called to order by Joseph
Welsh of Elkhorn, who, after making a few
remnrks, lotroduced Mr. Fred J. Sackety,
county clerk, who spoke as follows:

Fred Sackett's Speech,

“My friends, if I were to deliver a speech
to you tonight 1 would speak from s twext, It
is seldom that a polivical stump speaker
presches from a text, but Fwould like to
read you mine.

The election for loenl officers In Omahs and
Douglas county will be of unusuil lmportance
this year th the tpxpayers, The démiperatie
party hus a duty to perform, in the perform-
uwnce of which nothing but the purest tdellty
to local interosts should galde it

It is a solemn truth that the republican
party, by smooth political methods, has thrust
upon the tuxpnyers of this clty and county
some of the most Incompetent publle ofliciuls
that huve ever grown fut at the publie erib,
It 1= no less o fact that but very fow of these
gentlemen could huve besn elected to the
mythlenl ofee of “dog pelter” under any elr-
cumstances othor than those of which they
wore permitted to tanke ndvantage.

The republican party is the organization
whichls responsible for tho presont condi-
tlons, and the republlecan party Is the orgiul-
zation which must be fought.

The duty of the dewmocratie party Is to
choose its standard bearers .with dellberation
anil care,

The contest Is to o waged aguinst the ro-
publican party. Keep that tact well In mind.
And when the guns are unllmbered for action
let them bo leveled squurely at the fortress of
that party. When that fortress s crumbled
In the earth we will hear no more about the
aspirations of men who, with hardly the
ubllity to grasp o gasoline street lmmp, at-
temp Lo grasp u star,

“What I have read I quote from the orncle
of the democratic party, in nn editorial, on
the 18th of this month, In my opinion it is
to be regretted that so strong a partisan
issue should be injected into our local eam-
paign at so early a date, It would seem thut
in the selection of men to fill our loeal, city
und county offices we havea common interest,
and that honesty, abllity and integrity
should be the gualifications that should
recommend them for these positions. 1am
not here to say that the republican party
never made any mistakes, the man who
never made any mistukes has missed o good
many opportnities to learn something,
Neither do 1 inteud to make any remarks
that will assail the private character of any
man in Douglas county, be he democrat or
republican. The theory of our American
politics Is such that the political principle
that will not stand honest discussion and
the political party that does not back up its
principles with a record that will stand the
investization of honest men at & time like
this is doomed to destruction by the people
at the polis.

* “The republican party is responsible for
this state of affuirs, and that party must
anuswer to the taxpayers for the unbusiness-
like methods of muny important oMcers and
the general indifference to the comwmon rules
of economy in the public service," says the
Sir Oracle.

[t us seo what the record saysof the
business like mothods of the democratic
party in their strict adherence to the com-
mon rules of economy in the public service,

“The politlcal complexion of a gover
ment, national, state or county, is based
upon the political complexion of [ws chief
executive ofticers. Measured by this
standard, Douglas county was governed by a
democratic administration from 1881 to 1802
and 1 would like wo ask what was accomp-
lished durlng that time in the interests of
the people of this county thut commemorntes
the glorious record of that party to such an
extent as to warrant the assumption made
by the editor of the World-Herala,

“The county court house. which is about
the only legislative monument that this
county has in which its citlzens can take
any pride, was planned and provided for by
4 republican sdmivistration and built by &
republican contractor,

Denounced the Demoornts,

“it was a democratic administeation that
conceived the (dea that they would relieve the
taxpayers of the county of a great financial
burden by going 1nto the real estute business,
so0 they laid out an addition to the ecity of
Omaha and sold is, and what has been the
product of that effort? In consequence of
the fact that the proceedings are said to
have been irregular, suits have been insti-
tuted aguinst the county to recover the
money paid in to the amount of more than
150,000, and every singiesuit but two ure
prosecuted by domoeratic attorneys,

Sl was o democratie administration that
bequeathed to the county the hospital build-
ing, thut masguificent structure erocted, 1
supposs, along that same lne of 'strict ad-
herence to the common rules of economy’
that thoy are now praying for, at a cost to
the present time of the sum of  §200,000. So
much of it as has not already tumbled down
stunds their w tribute to the administration
that built it

“It was o democratic administration that
inaugurated that great systom of publie im,
provements on and around South Thirteenth
expending thereon about $100,000, or about
the sum of the road levies for 1802 and 1803
combined. I might continue the story fur-
tner, but these instances indicate that the
democratio purty his not at all times main-
tained a rigid adherence ‘to common rules of
economy in the publie service.

“The contest is 1o be waged against the
republican party.

*With this levy the current expenditures
for the past fiscal year have been met and
il but about $25,000 of the floating incebted-
ness has peen wiped out and on July 1, 1893,
& balance of §165 082 18 was curried forward
to the fiscal year of 1804, =

‘“I'he total expenditures for the year ending
July 1, I8, were $330,970.%4, added to this
were unpald claims incurred during thst
year smounting to §124 961,456, making the
total expense incurred for maintaloing our
county government, uader gemooratic rule,
during the fiscal year ending July 1, 1642,
exclusive of the amount paid outduring that
alilumwun the county hospital bullding, $481,-

The total expenditures for the fiscal year
ending July 1, 1505, wore §02, 850,50, of wtnlch
amount §117.250.45 was applied to the pay-
meat of bills carried over unpaild from the
former administration, leaving §245000.11 as
the actusl expenditure ou acount of this

ear under republican admivistration, being

16,141.75 less than tho cost of maintalaing
the goveranment the previous year under

n

demcoratic rule, Afgr v educling the un-
pald bainnoe of the debt and all un-
paid claims on hand 1, 1808, there is left

“This produced na able a condition of
the financial affalrs of the county that the
present réptiblican batil of county commis-
sioners reduced the 1avl of 1508 $47,650 20
from that of 1802, Tn't qnsnm of the charges
made by the ofgan of Wemocracy, & repub-
lican administeation llih been able 10 o
o saving of nearly &1
taxpayer In Douglas

“It is no doubta 't that comparatively
fow of the citlseos of this county under-
stand the rovenue laWwa of this state. Itis
suMerent for me to sa¥y that the present law
¢ wholly Inadequate to the needs of a
county of this size and affords no system
whatever for the transaction of business
upon modern business principles, Under this
aw the financlal records of this county, ns
thay have been kept in the past, convey no
intelligent information of the business
transncted,

“It nns been my privilege to inaugurate

the first attempt that has been made In
Douglas county w keep an intelligent record
of the financial transactions of the Board of
County Commissioners, to nLlen and keep the
first of books ever kept in the county elerk's
office and to prepare and publish the firse
nnnual statement showing the entire trans-
actions of the board during the yoar and the
financial condition of the coanty at the close,
The only fipancial record that s of any
groat value that wa have for the past (s the
treasurer's annual statement once each vear
and this is often & very misleading docu-
ment. It relates only to the actun!l cash
handled swhile under the present law the
Board of Commissiorers s allowed to draw
up four-fifths of the levy in uny year before
the tax list is made out even, so that while
the trensurer's statement might indicnte n
very healthy condition of affuirs fAnancially
the county might be actually &100,000 or
£200,000 in debt, For instance, the trens-
ures' statement on  July 6, 1802 indieated
that thore was £35,780.90 on hand, not a very
bad showlog, but It gave no intimation of
£134.300 worth of registered warrants nor of
87,000 worth of unpaid Dbills, so thnt ns a
matter of fact the county was in debt for
current exponses 151,570,
Recognlzing the necessity of systom in trans-
acting the pu!lic business of n county of
this size it has been the policy of the present
adMministration to adurl. sucha system in the
trananction of the business and the keepling
of the records us will exhibit to the thx-
payers of this county ut any time the true
finanecial condition. No business man will
undertake to controvert the wisdom of the
Judgment, No man of ordinary intelligence
would undertake to conduct & commercial
enterprise involving the expenditure of #00,-
000 per year without nt least keeplog a set
of oks, but it never occurred to any
former administration that this wns neces-
sary in the business of this county."
